Crist sho t an d k illed her fo u rteen - 
y ear-o ld so n an d then 
tu rn ed the 
p isto l o n herself k illin g herself with 
o n e sho t, at the ho me o f Mr. an d 
Mrs. B. W. Riley , 
in 
No rth Main 
street at an early ho u r this mo rn in g. 
The tragedy has cast a glo o m o v er 
the en tire co mmu n ity an d the Riley 
ho u seho ld, where the y o u n g mo ther 
cho se to en d her ex isten ce is a sad 
p ictu re o f weep in g 
an d mo u rn in g 
relativ es, the o n ly blo o d k in the u n ­ 
fo rtu n ate wo man had left 
in 
the 
wo rld, sin ce the tragic an d u n timely 
en d o f her bro ther. The bro ther was 
dro wn ed in the San Fran cisco bay , 
du rin g the mo n th o f Jan u ary , when 
a bo at cap sized while the lad was en ­ 
jo y in g a du ck hu n t. 
The .first in k lin g that 
the 
Riley 
family had o f the terrible deed that 
had been wro u ght u n der their ro o f 
while they slep t, was abo u t sev en 
o ’clo ck this 
mo rn in g 
when 
their 
dau ghter. Ru by Riley \ wen t to the 
ro o m o f Mrs. Crist to call her fo r 
break fast. 
The ghastly sight that 
met her ey es an d the feelin g she ex ­ 
p erien ced, stan din g 011 the thresh­ 
o ld o f the bedro o m, is bey o n d the 
p o wer o f descrip tio n . 
The 
family 
was immediately ap p rised, n eighbo rs 
n o tified an d the co ro n er su mmo n ed. 
Co ro n er W. C. Co leman came an d 
made a hasty ex amin atio n o f the 
p remises. He fo u n d that the mo ther 
had sho t her so n three times in the 
right temp le an d fired o n e sho t in to 
her o wn mo u th, that p en etrated the 
base o f the brain . Death was p ro ba­ 
bly in stan tan eo u s in bo th eases. The 
mo ther u sed a 3 2 caliber, black steel 
rev o lv er. 
The bo y was lay in g in a 
n atu ral p o sitio n in the bed, 
as 
if 
sleep in g, an d p ro bably n ev er mo v ed 
o r flin ched when the en d came. 
The 
bo dy o f the mo ther was fo u n d half­ 
way p ro strate acro ss the bed. 
No n e o f the Riley 
family 
heard 
either o f the fo u r 
sho ts 
altho u gh 
Ru by Riley slep t o n the same flo o r, 
bu t in the rear o f the ho u se. 
The 
mo ther an d so n o ccu p ied the n o rth­ 
west bedro o m, u p stairs. Mr. an d Mrs. 
Riley were asleep do wn stairs. It is 
u n dersto o d that Ro y 7 Jo n es an d fam­ 
ily , who liv e acro ss the street an d 
abo u t half a blo ck n o rth, heard the 
sho ts abo u t two o ’clo ck this mo rn in g 
an d Mr. an d Mrs. Jo n es go t u p an d 
lo o k ed o u t the win do w. 
As far as 
k n o wn they are the o n ly o n es that 
heard the p isto l rep o rt. 
The sad tragedy was p remeditated 
an d carefu lly p lan n ed by the wo man 
an d was 
p ro bably 
the 
fo remo st 
tho u ght in her min d fo r sev eral day s. 
She wro te a letter sev eral day s ago 
tellin g the fo lk s o f her in ten ded v isit, 
which they welco med, 
an d 
lo o k ed 
fo rward 
w.ith 
mu ch 
an ticip atio n , 
fo r she was a p rime fav o rite with 
them. 
With n ew grief, an d driv en 
almo st to distractio n an d in san ity , 
Mrs. Crist determin ed to en d it all, 
an d selected the ho me o f her au n t, 
the o n ly clo se relativ e she had, as 
the p lace o f her last earthly act. She 
wro te farewell letters to the members 
o f the ho u seho ld, o n e to Mr. Riley , 
o n e to Mrs, Riley an d o n e to Ru by 
Riley . An o ther she addressed to the 
co ro n er an d an o ther letter (address 
u n k n o wn ) she left to be mailed. 
In 
the letter to the co ro n er, she said 
that while her relativ es k n ew o f the 


deep grief she su ffered o v er the death 
o f her bro ther, they k n ew n o thin g o f 
her in ten tio n s o f en din g her life. She 
stated that she had p u t mo n ey in the 
Ru sh Co u n ty Natio n al ban k in her 
co u sin ’s (Miss Riley ) n ame to de­ 
fray ex p en ses. 
It was learn ed that 
she p laced $2 75 to her co u sin ’s credit 
fo r that p u rp o se, in the lo cal ban k . 
The letters written to the members o f 
the family were in the n atu re o f a 
last go o d by an d ask ed fo rgiv en n ess. 
11 is a mater o f co n jectu re 
as 
to 
when the letters were written an d it 
is p o ssible that she wro te them be­ 
fo re she left her ho me in Chicago 
Tu esday . The han dwritin g sho wed a 
determin ed min d,behin d it, an d was 
written in a clear steady han d. 
Last n ight, Mrs. Crist sat u p with 
the family u n til a late ho u r, talk in g 
with them o f man y thin gs o f a p er­ 
so n al an d gen eral n atu re, bu t n ev er 
o n ce did she to u ch o n the su bject o f 
self destru ctio n , either directly o r in ­ 
directly , bu t o n ce o r twice, members 
o f the family n o w recall, that she sat 
fo r sev eral min u tes, is if in a deep 
stu dy regardin g a v ital tho u ght, u p ­ 
p ermo st in her min d. 
Mrs. Crist was bo m in Co lu mbu s, 
In dian a abo u t thirty -eight y ears ago . 
Her mo ther was a Win ship bo m in 
this co u n ty , an d related to the large 
an d in flu en tial family that bears that 
n ame in Ru sh co u n ty . As a girl an d 
a y o u n g 
matro n , Mrs. Crist 
sp en t 
sev eral y ears in Ru shv ille an d was 
ex tremely p o p u lar with all who k n ew 
her. 
She was a co mely an d sty lish 
ap p earin g wo man , clev er, 
co mp an ­ 
io n able an d attractiv e. 
Mrs. Crist is a n iece o f Mrs. Riley 
an d came here Tu esday ev en in g fo r 
an ex ten ded v isit. 
Fo r the p ast few 
y ears her ho me has been in Chicago , 
where she married her seco n d hu s­ 
ban d an d who is rep u ted to be q u ite 
wealthy . 
Her mo ther 
an d 
father 
Mr. an d Mrs. Will 
Su mmers, 
died 
when she was y o u n g an d fo r sev eral 
y ears she made her ho me with her 
au n t in this city . Her first hu sban d, 
Fran k Cran e, is a 
lu mberman 
an d 
fo rmerly o wn ed a mill an d lu mber 
y ards here. After her marriage, they 
resided in East Third street, in the 
ho u se n o w o ccu p ied by Hen ry Neff 
an d family . 
Dev o ll Cran e, the de­ 
ceased so n , who se life wen t o u t bu t a 
few mo men ts befo re his mo ther en d­ 
ed her ex isten ce, was bo rn to the first 
u n io n o f 
the 
su icide-mo ther. 
He 
made his ho me with the mo ther an d 
step -father an d was a bright in telli­ 
gen t, gen tleman ly an d lo v able y o u n g 
man . Du rin g his mo ther’s recen t so r­ 
ro w he p ro v ed q u ite a co mfo rt to her, 
co n so lin g her as best he co u ld, in his 
childish way , an d was her main stay 
in all her tro u bles an d afflictio n s. 
Mrs. Crist has alway s lo o k ed to her 
bro ther, fo r his co mfo rtin g wo rds, 
adv ice an d co u n sel, sin ce they were 
left o rp han s early in life; they were 
n o t o n ly bro ther an d sister to each 
o ther, bu t were chu ms an d co mp an ­ 
io n s an d his death was a sev ere 
sho ck an d blo w to her. 
The fu n eral serv ices will be held 
at the Riley ho me Friday aftern o o n 
an d will be p riv ate; the bu rial will 
o ccu r at East Hill cemetery , acco rd­ 
in g to the p lan s an d wishes set fo rth 
by the deceased in 
the letters 
to 
members o f the Riley family . 
Her 
father an d mo ther are bu ried in East 
Hill an d the reman s o f the mo ther 
an d her so n , will be laid side by side, 
n ear their grav es.
